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Police Find 
Weapons In 


Mass Murders 


YUBA CITY, Calif. (A P) — A 
wooden club bearing possible 
bloodstains and a machete have 
been found by investigators at 
the home of the man accused of 
murdering 
10 
itinerant 
farm 
workers. A total of 21 bodies 
have been unearthed. 
The murderer was “probably 
a homicidal m aniac,” Sheriff 
Roy D. Whiteaker said Friday 
after searchers uncovered the 
21st victim and prepared to dig 
for more. 
Besides the club and mach­ 
ete, investigators found other 
possible weapons at the home 
of Juan V. Corona, a farm la­ 
bor contractor, Whiteaker said 
in a court affidavit disclosed 
Friday. 
T h e 
affidavit 
supporting 
Whiteaker’s 
petition 
for 
a 
search w arrant was revealed 
about the time deputy sheriffs 
halted 
for 
the 
night 
their 
search for more victims buried 
in an orchard along the Feath­ 
er River north of Yuba City. 
Whiteaker said two days of 
steady 
rain had 
caused 
the 
sandy soil to settle, revealing 
five depressions which might 
be more gravesites. 
The haeked-up bodies of the 
victims, all but one found since 
Tuesday, were buried in graves 
scattered over a 
square-mile 
area in plum and peach or­ 
chards lining the river. 
In his 
affidavit, 
Whiteaker 
said: “ In my opinion, the na­ 
ture of the wounds and their 
savagery, the disposition of the 
bodies of the murder victims, 
and the sheer number of vic­ 
tims indicates that the per­ 
petrator of these offenses is at 
least seriously mentally ill and 
probably a homicidal maniac.*1 
Corona, 37, was committed to 
a 
state 
mental 
hospital 
in 
January 1956 as a schizophren­ 
ic. He was released in April 
1956 when doctors certified that 
he had recovered. 
The sheriff’s 63-page affidavit 
was filed in Yuba City Justice 
Court. 
Authorities say they plan no 
further action against Corona 
until Wednesday, when he is to 
be arraigned on the murder 
charges. 
In one of the graves, Whitea­ 
ker’s affidavit said,, searchers 
found two receipts from the Del 
Pero Bros. Meat Co., both hear­ 
ing Corona’s name. 
The list of m aterial taken 
from Corona’s home also in­ 
cluded a receipt from Del Pero. 
Whiteaker 
declined 
to 
say 
whether it also bore Corona's 
name. 
Also found at the home were 
a 2>^-foot-long wooden club and 
a two-foot crowbar, both with 
possible bloodstains, a hatchet 
and a post-hole digger with hair 
and possibly blood on it, the af­ 
fidavit said. Found outside the 
house near the fireplace was a 
meat cleaver. From the kitchen 
officers confiscated a butcher 
knife with a 12-inch blade. 
Beneath the floor mat of Co­ 
rona’s van the deputies found a 
leather zipper bag containing * 
machete with an 18-inch blade, 
two pairs of men’s shorts, “one 
with possible bloodstains,” and 
six 9mm pistol shells. 
All 
the 
victims—who 
had 
been dead from 48 hours to two 
months—had been stabbed and 
savagely 
hacked. 
Most 
were 
buried with their shirts pulled 
up over their upstretched arms. 
One body had no trousers. 
All the men except one were 
white—the other was believed 
to be a Negro. Many were de­ 
scribed as drifters from the 
Skid Row area of nearby Mary­ 
sville. 
The sheriff said the unseaso­ 
nably late rain, coupled with 
runoff from melting snow in the 
mountains, threatened to delay 
the search for more bodies.

Agnew Speaks 
At Last Session 
Of Conference 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (A P) — 
The Nixon Administration’s in­ 
ternational Conference on Cities 
closed Friday with Vice Presi­ 
dent Agnew taking a parting 
shot at New York City Mayor 
John V. Lindsay. 
Agnew, referring to Lindsay 
as “a very well known Ameri­ 
can mayor,” told delegates to 
the 17-nation conference held in 
collaboration with NATO that 
Lindsay’s idea to confer state­ 
like 
powers 
on 
major cities 
would be unproductive. 
Lindsay, locked in a budge­ 
tary fight with the New York 
State Legislature, told the same 
conference Thursday night that 
the special powers would help 
free the cities from what he 
called their servitude to unre­ 
sponsive legislatures. 
“To turn to the idea of further 
isolating the city by making it 
a ward of the federal govern­ 
ment 
is not what we should 
do,” the Vice President said. 
Agnew said 'the counties and 
states need the cities and with­ 
out them they would lack “ the 
great growth (they are) prone 
to brag about.” 
The Vice President’s speech 
was a highlight of the four-day 
conference originated by Indian­ 
apolis Mayor Richard G. Lugar 
with the support of the White 
House. 
Costs of the conference are 
expected to exceed $600,000. 
The Republican Lugar, up this 
year for re-election, is president 
of the National League of Cities 
and 
a 
leading 
supporter 
of 
Nixon 
Administration 
urban 
policies. 
About 200 European delegates 
attended the conference, most of 
them flown to the United States 
from Paris on a chartered jet 
plane. 
Shortly after Agnew entered 
the auditorium, an Indiana Uni­ 
versity junior in the audience 
raised a Viet Cong flag and 
shouted “ Power to the People.’’ 
It 
was 
the 
only 
outbreak 
among 
about 
300 
antiwar 
demonstrators who gathered to 
protest NATOs providing arms 
for Europe. 
The student, who later identi­ 
fied himself as Bob Wright, 20, 
of Fort Wayne, Ind., was seized 
by three plain-clothes security 
officers and taken from the au­ 
ditorium. He was escorted out­ 
side and released. 
The demonstrators had agreed 
to confine their activities to a 
large, fenced-in area in front of 
the Clowes Auditorium on the 
Butler 
University 
campus. 
Wright said he had gotten into 
the conference using a student 
ticket.

Beauty is more than skin 
deep. It is the source of liveli­ 
hood of over 38.000 licensed 
beauticians in Indiana. 
Taxes, reapportionment and 
constitutional questions domin­ 
ated news coverage of the last 
General Assembly. As a result, 
most Hoosiers missed enact­ 
ment of House Bill 1265, de­ 
scribed as “the most important 
thing that has happened to the 
beauty industry since 1935.” 
The bill was outlined to me 
by no less of an authority than 
Mrs. Josie Miller. Executive 
Secretary of the State Board 
of Beauty Culturists. She said: 
“The original Beauty Culture 
Act was passed in 1935. and 
since that time there have been 
only two amendments and no 
major changes. It is almost 
fantastic when you consider 
that we in beauty and fashion 
are supposed to be more on top 
of the modern world than any 
other industry.” 
Men regularly contributing to 
the beauty care of their wives 
realize the dollar volume of the 
business. There is another as­ 
pect. Mrs. Miller observed: 
“We are the second largest re­ 
venue board in state govern­ 
ment. The only board that takes 
in more money happens to be 
the liquor board and I think 
we are as important as liquor.” 
The new law places Indiana 
in the forefront of the beauty 
industry. The state board has 
received calls from Washing­ 
ton, D. C., New York and 
California, where the industry is 
experiencing difficulty having 
similar laws passed. Passage 
in Indiana was relatively simple 
due to the preliminary ground 
work. Prior to this year, each 
organization in the field submit­ 
ted its own proposals, which 
became controversial. Mrs. Mil­ 
ler refused to join any organiz­ 
ation, to become the first execu­ 
tive secretary not a member 
of the Hair Dressers Associa­ 
tion. She informed all interest­ 
ed parties the board would sub­ 
mit legislation if it represented 
all people in the field. 
Representatives of the Hair 
Dressers Association, Beauty 
School owners and operators, 
joined with bankers, doctors 
and independents to draft the 
legislative proposal. It arrived 
as a non-controversial mea­ 
sure and became law. 
What are the provisions? 
First, it raised the educational 
requirement to enter beauty 
school from the 8th grade to a 
tenth grade education. Mrs. 
Miller said: “At the state level, 
we are interested not only that 
they pass our test, but also 
that they can get a job and 
have gainful employment with 
the license. That is the real mo­ 
tive behind educating all of 
these people.” 
To be granted a license as an 
operator, individuals must com­ 
plete a specific course of study 
of at least 1,500 hours. They are 
then eligible to take a written 
and practical test lasting one

full day. By law the tests must 
be given three times a year, but 
are currently given monthly. 
Mrs. Miller said: “We give them 
because the demand has been 
great and so as not to keep peo­ 
ple coming out of schools out of 
work.” 
The first license is a “period 
of service” license, and the in­ 
dividual must work six months 
under a qualified licensed hair 
dresser. A managers license is 
then granted which is renewable 
every two years. 
The new law provides licens­ 
ing of “shampoo operators,” 
equivalent to a junior assistant. 
Age and educational require­ 
ments are not as stringent, and 
only 309 hours of training are re­ 
quired. Provisions are also 
made to pursue additional train­ 
ing after the 1,500 required for 
a managers license to earn a 
master cosmotologist’s grade. 
Beauty schools are licensed by 
the board. The new law provides 
for both junior instructors and 
master teachers licenses to en­ 
courage upgrading of the pro­ 
fession. A new teachers train­ 
ing manual has been accepted. 
The law provides for reciprocity 
in licensing with other states. 
Wigs were brought under the 
licensing provisions with re­ 
quirements for a wig stylist. It 
requires 250 hours of beauty cul­ 
ture training and passage of a 
test.The industry is not without its 
problems and needs the help of 
citizens. There have been flag­ 
rant violations of the licensing 
laws, and the board is now 
working with the Attorney Gen­ 
eral’s office to stop illegal prac­ 
tices. They need the cooperation 
of the public. 
Mrs. Miller said : “People who 
work illegally are a detriment 
to society. It is against the law 
to offer services in this field 
without a license and there 
should be no sympathy for those 
who are not conforming to law. 
There are 38,000 hair dresser» 
who buy licenses and Jive with­ 
in the structure.” 
There is more to beauty than 
the eye of the beholder.

Drugs and the Laws 
No matter how much we dis­ 
cuss the matter of drugs and 
their misuse, there is still one 
incontrovertible fact: It is ille­ 
gal. People using drugs, exclud­ 
ing those obtained by prescrip­ 
tion and used according to dir­ 
ections, may land in jail, and 
their.lives are affected for years 
to come. 
For example, possession of 
Marijuana for personal use is a 
felony under federal law. A con­ 
viction could mean a sentence 
of not less than two years and 
not more than 10, for the first 
offense. When a person applies 
for a job, he is often asked to 
state whether he has ever been 
convicted of a felony. An af­ 
firmative reply, of course, would 
limit greatly his chances for be­ 
ing hired. Conviction on felony 
charges also means loss of vot­ 
ing rights. 
Many state laws are more se­ 
vere in their penalties for pos­ 
session of Marijuana. For exam­ 
ple, the state »f Ohio specifies 
a maximum sentence of life in 
prison for selling Marijuana to 
people who are minors. 
Many states specify Marijuana 
as a narcotic, but the federal 
laws do not, as of this writing. 
On the other hand, possession 
of LSD. a far more dangerous 
drug you will recall from our 
discussion in this series, was 
made a misdemeanor, subject to 
a fine or prison term, in changes 
discussion in this series, was ma 
a misdemeanor, subject to a fine 
and or prison term, in changes 
made in federal laws. Prior to 
these changes, possession of 
LSD for personal use had not 
been a federal crime at all. To­ 
day about half of our states out­ 
law the possession of LSD, but 
the laws are changing constant­ 
ly and tending to go in the di­ 
rection of stiffer penalties. 
J. Edgar Hoover, Director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation, Says, “The distance from 
the dare to try ‘pot’ (Marijuana) 
to ‘mainlingin* (injecting Hero­ 
in) is very short.” Other law en­ 
forcement officers seem to feel 
that greater use of Marijuana, 
especially among youngsters, 
will probably lead them to the 
use of far more dangerous 
drugs. 
Mind-influencing drugs contin­ 
ue to change in recent years. 
Very important changes in fed­ 
eral law, making far stiffer pen­ 
alties 
concerning 
dangerous 
drugs, were passed by Congress 
in just the last few years, in al­ 
terations in the Drug Abuse Con­ 
trol Amendment* of 1965. 
The main changes were: LSD 
was placed under the category 
and defined as “depressant or 
stimulant drugs” and possession 
for use was made a misde­ 
meanor on the first offense. And 
indicative of the trend, it is 
now a misdemeanor just to have 
Barbiturates, Amphetamines or 
other drugs of this type in your 
10 Escape Anderson 
Propane Gas Blast 
ANDERSON, Ind.

possession unless they have 
been prescribed by a licensed 
physician and were obtained 
through a valid prescription 
from him. Offenders can be 
fined as much as SI.000 and jail­ 
ed up to one year (or both) for 
first or second offense on these 
charges if convicted. On third 
offenses or beyond, the maxi­ 
mum fine is now $10,000 and up 
to three years in prison or both. 
However, there were some spec­ 
ial provisions put into the law 
for people whose convictions 
were their first on possession 
charges. These allow courts to 
suspend sentence and put the 
person so charged and convicted 
on probation for up to one year. 
Under the new federal chang­ 
es, the penalty for unlawful sale, 
manufacture, delivery or other 
disposal of, or possession with 
intent to sell a depressant or 
stimulant drug, or acts involv­ 
ing counterfeit drugs of this 
type, has now? become subject 
to fines of up to $10,000 or pri­ 
son terms of up to five years— 
or both! 
The illegal sale, delivery or 
other disposal of such drugs by 
persons over age 18 to those 
under age 21. nowr can bring 
fines up to $15,000 or prison 
terms for not more than 10 
years, or both? For second and 
later offenses, the fine goes up 
to $20,000 and the jail term to 
15 years 
Of course, there are many ins 
and outs to prosecution of the 
drug laws, and the courts across 
the land are being swamped 
more and more with drug cases, 
but all indications point to stiffer 
penalties and more stringent in; 


terpretations of existing laws for 
chronic offenders. And, this is 
what we must get across to 
our children and youngsters; the 
laws of the land will not let them 
destroy themselves with drug 
misuse if they are caught and 
eventually they will most likely 
b e apprehended.
